Divide 1 50,0007. by 60,000, the number of Tickets in the Liettery, and 
it appe:rs that the price of the Tickers mult be increated 2/, ros, (ach, to 
ain this advantage, which is inttinſically worth that ſuw. It the war- 
ranted Tickets and Shares produce theſe hity ſhillings per Ticket, they coſt 
the adventurer twenty ſhillings more than the current price and leave a ba- 
Lance ot thirty ſhillings cach in their favour, Bur it they are nut attended 
with {1h agrantage, they are rated twenty ſhillings ech lower than the 
urrent price; contequently there are either thirty ſhüllings gained, or 
twenty ſhillings avec. It is alſo to be obſerved, that no farther advance 
is required it they ate all Prizes ; and if the calculation us merely ideal, 
and Mr, MOLES\WORTH's ſelected numbers m tener value 
than p*amifcuous ones, the proprietors, by ſelling Fickets upon thele 
terms mil (upon the whole Laitery) loſe twentz thontand pounds, 

It has been argued that it Mr. MOLESWORTH knew the 
Tickets which were to be drawn Prizes, he would keep them himfelt; it 
thut wis the cafe, mot undoubredly he would; but he has repeatedly de- 
clared that he could only point out numbers that, upon the whole amount, 
zunhid prove wore fu. ul than the chance of the ory; which being, in 
itte, more than fiity per cent. aguntt an adventurer in any number or 
"Tickers * thin the compat; Ot a moderite fortune : the diſadvantages n 
be coutidcraluy reduced, without a certainty of gaining any thing. 

For example, tuppote a perion purchates twenty Tickets in the preſent 
Lottery, anwmanting at the average price to two hundred and fixty pounds, 
namit thi Mr, MOLES WW OR TH can even infure twelve Prizes, 
that is, tc: Prize; to evo Hues, inſtead of % Blanks to pre Prime; 
will it be denied that this is a very great advamave ? and yer twelve Prizes 
of 1 fl. ar» only 180/, which deducted om 2607. the price of Tickets, 
leaves a iofs 6t 80/, 

In the laſt Lottery a book, containing two hundred and ninety-fix felected 
numbers, delivered to, and fealed by Mr, Albis - tA Bri.i previous to 
the drawing, proauced as many capital Prizes, as ſhould tall ro three thou- 
ſand prom vous Tickets!: is there any perſon why would not chuſe 4 
"Ticket from a hit of numbers warranted to ſucceed, in this manner, in 
pretcrence to others * and yet, though the chance was fo ſuperior, there 
were ſeveral Blanks which trmebudy mult have; and which mult be ex- 
pected ut there wore two Prizes to one Blank, by the ſame rule, that we 
nope tor tucce's where there are io . to one Prize, For feven Lot- 
tries paſt the ſucceſs or Mr. MOLESWORT H's numbers, let ir 
«riſe from what cauſe it will, has been prodigious, aud cannot be contro- 
verted by the molt zealous advocate againſt his doctrine of calculations, 5
